with his unemployment pledge, and 
Conservatives are hopeful that-Mr. 
Winston Chugehill will to-day give 
their Party an. election cry. ~” .

Mr. Churchill said that iz. spite 
of injury by the general strike and 
the folly of 1926 by which the Ex-

“golid Budget and a surplus. The 
prosperity of the country had been 
maintained with a steady’ advance, 
and it was a good sign that there | 
had been a record consumption of 
_ tea and sugar and a notable decline 
in the consumption of alcohol. 

. “A Showman’s Holiday” 

Mr. Churchill claimed that the 
Government had saved £7,500,000 
yearly in armaments compared with+ 
the year that the Labour Govern- 
ment was in office. The civil supply 
services . would be reduced hy 
£5,500,000 and the obligations im- 
posed by the state by existing debt 
contracts had fallen in four years 
by £175,000,000, representing al- 
most exactly what Mr. Lloyd George 
proposed to spend in two years in 
trying to win a’general election— 
“the nation’s meagre savings to be 
butchered to make a showman's 
holiday.” — (Loud, Ministerial 
Cheers).

Expenditure and Revenue

‘The eighth Paris “Saloon”. of agri- | 


cultural machinery was held from 
January 19 to 27, at th? show ground 
outside the Porte de Veraailles,. The 
Salon which was staited in 1920, 
rapidly outgrew the space available 
in the Grand-Palais of the Champs 
Elysees, and this year took up three 
main blocks, of exhibition . buildings, 
made’ up of 24 halls, the number of 
exhibitors exceeding 600. The  ar- 
rangement of the ,exhibits was very 
convenient; they wére segregated in 
80 classes,'as far as possible each 
building containing certain types of 
plant; . for example, thrashing 
machines, drills, tractor cultivators, 
and agricultural products preparing 
appliances such. as .grinders, and root 
cutters, were arranged in the larg- 
est block * of buildings; winnowing 
machines, electric motors, petrol and 
cit engines, pumps, presses, dairy 
plant, co-operage, and. handling ap- 
paratus in a second block, while a 
smaller block covered ploughs . and 
harrows. Such an arrangement,

While I eonsider that: aleohol in 
jts various combinations and forms 
is one of the most.-valuable and 
powerful foods| we possess, writes 
Sir W. Arbuthnot Lane, Bart, in a 
Home paper, I realise that, though 
its eapacity for good in moderation 
is great, its use in excess is far 
more deleterious and dangerous 
than that of almost any other 
article of diet. * 


Quite a considerable. proportion 
of the public like cocktails and find 
them an agreeable institution in the 
interval that.invariably precedes a 
large dinner, but there are many, 
people who attack the custom with, 
great bitterness and fanatically— 
naturally most of them are tee- 
totallers.

amount of alcohol as time goes on 
to satisfy the taste of the indivi-

Criticising the indiscriminate and 
frequent recourse to alcohol in this 
form between. meals “it is- obvious 
that while the cocktail stimulates 
the stomach unnaturally when not 
accompanied by food, this frequent 
stimulation very readily upsets 
digestion. % ; 

Unfortunately, women who in- 
cline to excess in any new habit 
which has been initiated by men too 
often indulge in cocktails to an un- 
reasonable degree.

FORTHCOMING BOOK BY 

“FRIEND 

STORY OF AMRITSAR 


London, March 10. 

“The Life of General Dyer,” by 
Mr. Ian Colvin, Journalist (whom

{9 It is not merely a Vindication 
of General Dyer, but a severe cri- 
ticism of. his judges, the Govern- 
ment of India and Sir Charles 
Monro. The chapters on Amritsar

being isolated.. They also connect 
the rebellion in North India with 
‘eventa in Afghanistan .and show an 
intimate connection between cons- 
pirators on both sides of the border.
